TEXT OF PROPSmON 13-- 

That ALTticle XIII A Is ad¬ 
ded to the Constitution to 
read: 

Section 1. 

(a) The maximum amount 
of any ad valorem tax on 
real propeity shall not ex¬ 
ceed One percent (1%) ot 
the full cash value of such 
property. The one percent 
(1%) tax to be collected by 
the counties and apportioned 
according to law to the dis¬ 
tricts within the cocantles. 

(b) The limitation provided 
for In subdivision for In sub¬ 
division ta) .shall .not apply 
to ad valorem taxes or spe- 
cal assessments to pay the 
Interest and rodem p 11 o n 
charge.s on any Indebtedness 
approved by the voters prior 
to the time this section be 
comes effective. 

Section 2. 

(a) The full cash value 
means the County Assessor’.® 
valuation of real property as 
shown on the 1975-76 tax bill 
under "full cash value," or 
thereafter, the appraised val¬ 
ue of real property when 
purchased, newly construct¬ 
ed, or a change In owner 
ship has occured after the 
1975 asses-smemt. All real 
property not already assessed 
up to the 1975-76 tax levels 
may be reassessed to reflect 
that valuation. 

(b) The Fair market value 
base may reflect from year 
to year the inflation.'iry rate 
not to exceed twx> per cent 
(2%) for any given .vear or 
reduction as shown In the 
con.sumer price Index or 
comparable data for the area 
under taxing jurisdiction. 

Section 3. 

From and after the effec 
tivo date of this article, any 
chaotges in State taxes en¬ 
acted for the purpose of in¬ 
creasing revenues collected 


pursuant thereto whether by 
Increased rates or changes In 
methods of computation must 
be imposed by an Act passed 
by not less than two-thirds 
of all members elected to 
each of the two houses of the 
Legislature, except that no 
new ad vadorem taxes on 
real property, or sales or 
transaction taxes on the sale 
of real property may be Im¬ 
posed. 

Section 4. 

Cities, counties and spe¬ 
cial idstricLs, by a two-thirds 
vote of the qualified electors 
of such district, may Impose 
special taxes on such district 
except ad valorem taxes on 
real property or a tran.sac- 
tion tax or sales tax on the 
sale of real property within 
such City, County or spe¬ 
cial district. 

Section 5. 

This article shall take ef¬ 
fect for the tax year begin¬ 
ning on J.uly 1 following the 
passage of this Amendment, 
except Section 3 which shall 
become effective upon the 
passage of this article.

If any section, piart. clause, 
or phrase hereof is for any 
rca.son held to be invalid or 
unconstitutional, the remain¬ 
ing sections shall not be af- 
feiied but will n-maln in full 
force and effect. 

TEXT OF PROPOSITION 8 

Section 9.5. The Legisla¬ 
ture may proxidc for the tax 
atinn of owner - occupied 
dwellings, as defined by the 
Legislature, or any fraction 
of the value thereof, at a 
rate lower than that levied 
on other property. In no 
event may the tax rate levied 
on other property be in- 
crea.sed as a reault of lower¬ 
ing the tax rate levied on 
owner - occupied dwellings.

With aU the arguments 
being heard about the Jar¬ 
vis-Gann and Behr property 
tax proposals, the fact re¬ 
mains that neither of these 
measures completely does 
does what taxpayers want 
the most. They want an ef¬ 
fective clamp on the size and 
cost of government at all 
levels.

Senate Constitu t i o n a 1 
Amendment 42 (SCA-42) by 
Senator George Deurnequian, 
R-Lorvg Beach, the Govern¬ 
ment Spend ing Limit 
Amendment it is said, would 
impose tough but fair reve¬ 
nue and spending limits on 
state and local governments. 
Those limits would prohibit 
local governments and school 
districts from spending more 
than they did the previous 
year, with em increase al¬ 
lowed for inflation and pKip- 
.ulation growth only. The 
amendment would also place 
into the Constitution the re¬ 
quirement that the Legisla¬ 
ture reimburse local govern¬ 
ments and school districts for 
new state-mandated p r o - 
grams and increases in ex¬ 
isting services. The only way 
the local government spend¬ 
ing limit could be exceeded 
would be by a vote of the 
people. 

While projections are very 
difficult to make, because of 
the imposition of federal 
funds into the equation. Sen. 
Deukmejian points out that 
according to the Legislative 
Analyst Office if SCA-42 had 
been law from 1965 througli 
1977, here’s what would have 
happened — The state would 
have spent $29 billion less, 
counties would have spent 
$15 billion less and cities 
would have spient $8 billion 
loss. For school districts, 
through the 1975-76 fiscal 
year, the amount would have 
been $10 billion less. 

It is pointed out that Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers could Jiave 
saved about $62 billion since 
l'J65 had ihis kind of law 
been in effect. And, with in¬ 
flation being what it is, that 
amout would be consderably 
more over the next five 
years is SCA-42 becomes a 
part of the State Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Proponents claim that an¬ 
other desirable feature of 
SCA-42 is that it would set 
up provisions for indexing 
your income tax. In other 
words, if you receive a (X)st- 
of-living inc r e a s e, you 
wouldn’t automatically move 
into a higher lax bracket, 
thereby negating the pay 


raise and feeding the state’s 
money machine. The lack of 
income tax bracket indexing 
has resulted in a windfall 
state budget surplus which 
will probably exceed $4 bil¬ 
lion by the end of June of 
this year. 

“In the final analysis," 
says the bill’s proponents, 
"true tax reform does not 
deal only with the property 
tax or any single tax. Tax 
justice for all will occur 
only when effective limits 
are placed on the size of 
government at all levels. 
Only SCA-42 would tnuly do 
that. We .urge its support 
and passage by the Legisla¬ 
ture. If you would like to 
help make tliat happen, 
write to your State Senator 
end Assemblyman at the 
State Capitol, and do it 
now.”

Dear Edtor: 

Because all publicity cen¬ 
ters on Jarvis - Garai Propo¬ 
sition 13, there’s misunder¬ 
standing, confusion and lack 
of knowledge on Peter Behr’s 
SB 1 and Prop. 8. 

SB 1 is tied to Prop. 8 be¬ 
cause our California Consti¬ 
tution now requires all types 
of property to be assessed 
at the same percentage of 
market value. Prop. 8 will 
give tile legislature power to 
change that to “split roll” 
property taxation, meaning 
iiome owner occupied dwell¬ 
ings could bo taxed at a 
lower rate than applies to 
other types of property. Tlie 
que-stlou comes to mind as 
to whether sometime in the 
future, that SB split roll tax¬ 
ation, although now favoring 
the home owner, could bo 
turned and used against him 
lx>cau.se of insufflicent reve¬ 
nues. 

Many mistakenly believe 
SB 1 will go into the con¬ 
stitution. The analysis of 
Proposition 8 in our June 6, 
1978 election voters pamphlet 
says quote, “This proposition 
only authorizes the legisla¬ 
ture to act. It does not re- 
ouire it to do so.” unquote. 
SB 1 is a statute and should 
Prop. 8 become the “law of 



the land” SB 1 will remain 
a statute so can be amended 
or even repealed at the will 
of the legislature. 

According to Assemblyman 
Peter Behr’s office, SB 1 does 
not put a lid on present prop¬ 
erty tax assessment practices 
and with incoming revenue 
can be financed five years 
withotit going into the red. If 
.SB 1 can be financed for five 
years, why cculdin’t Proposi¬ 
tion 13 also be financed for 
at least a year or twa By 
that time people will know 
what, if any, corrective mea¬ 
sures must be taken aind act 
on them. 

In years 1968-72 and 73, 
our ballcfts contained initia¬ 
tive process tax reform prop¬ 
ositions, defeated by scare 
tactics. Although we have 
many fine legislators, the re¬ 
jections of those propositions 
gave too many an excuse te- 
increase spending. Conse¬ 
quently our property taxes 
since 1968 have risen to the 
point where too many Iiave 
been forced out of their 
homes. Proposition 13 is not 
perfect but its voter rejec¬ 
tion will continue the spend¬ 
ing and sharp increases in 
property taxes. 

We did get SB 90, effective 
1973-74. While it put a lid 
on local tax rates, for in¬ 
stance, forcing elections for 
fire dept, district tax rate in¬ 
creases, it as in SB 1, did 
nothing to put a lid on prop¬ 
erly tax assessment prac¬ 
tices. We were given prop¬ 
erty tax credits which were 
eaten up by thc.se some as¬ 
sessment practices. 

Although my husband and 
T are voting yes on 13, the 
purpose of this letter is tc 
shed some light on the “other 
side of the cf»in” not to tell 
you how to vote. That deci¬ 
sion is yours.

Gasoline Use Is 
Going Up, Up, Up 

California gasoline con¬ 
sumption broke all previous 
records in 1977, as motorists 
burned more than 11.3 bil¬ 
lion gallons during the year. 

George R. Reilly, chairman. 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that 1977 gasoline 
usage exceeded the previous 
years by 5.3 per cent and 
was 10.7 per cent greater 
than in 1975. 

Over 980 million gallons of 
gasoline were distributed in 
December 1977, a record 
amount for that month, up 
4.9 per cent from November. 
December figures showed a 
4.7 per cent increase over 
December 1976, and an 11.0 
per cent increase over De¬ 
cember 1975. 

Reilly noted that 1977’s 
monthly gallonage figures 
consistently exceeded all pre¬ 
vious records, with the 
month of August surpassing 
the oine billion gallon mark. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by distri¬ 
butors to retail out lets, 
brokers, a.nd certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale distri- 
hutors pay 7-cents-per-gal- 
lon tax on their distribution 
to retailers. The State Board 
of Eqaullzation administers 
the state fuel tax. 

Reilly said December reve¬ 
nue from that tax was $68.55 
million, up $3.2 million from 
November and more than $3 
million from December 1976.
